Birth of Republican Party One 
of History’s Remarkable Events 


HY FREDERIC J. HASKIN.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 
13— 
The birth of the Republican party 
in 1856, rising Phoenix-like out 
of the ashes of the ruins of the 
defeated opposition to Democracy 
in 1852, stands out aa one of the 
remarkable 
political 
events 
of 
American history. 
Four years be­ 
fore the country had been almost 
unanimous in favor of the adjust­ 
ment of the slavery question as 
made by the Compromise of 1850, 
but the southern Democrats, not 
content with that, proceeded 
to 
push their advantage further un­ 
der pierce, and 
the 
Republican 
party sprang, full grown, into the 
arena of politics, 
as 
a 
protest 
against such a course. 
It rem ain­ 
ed for Pennsylvania, in a race in 
which the Democracy won by an 
eyelash finish, to cast the vote 
which, the only time in its his­ 
tory, put one of its sons into the 
Whit* House aud kept out of It 


a man whose election probably 
would have meant dis-union and 
civil war four years before they 
came. 
Many historians have speculat­ 
ed as to w hat would have happen­ 
ed had fusion won in Pennsylvan­ 
ia in 1866 and Fremont succeeded 
Pierce in the White House. That 
secession would 
have 
followed 
seems 
inevitable. 
And 
what 
would Frem ont have done in the 
presidential chair if such an ev­ 
ent had come about? 
Many a 
northern authority has registered

Horace 
Greeley wrote of him: 
“We 
do 
not consider him quite S. O. G.”— 
the “S. O. G.” standing for a poli­ 
tical slang expression of the day 
“Sound on the Goose.” 
Charles 
A. Dana wrote to a friend; “You 
ought to rejoice at the interment 
of such a candidate rather than 
shed tears by the quart when he 
is done for.” 
In the end John C. Fremont 
was 
nominated. 
His 
political 
principles were little better known 
than were those of Zachary Tay­ 
lor when the Whigs 
nominated. 
him in 1848. 
A bolting faction 
of the Know Nothing Party had 
nominated Fremont 
some time 
before and the Republicans sought 
to add that 
strength 
to 
their 
own. 
Lincoln was a candidate 
before the convention 
for 
Vice 
President and received HO votes 
on one ballot, but W. L. Dayton 
of New-Jersey was nominated ov­ 
er him. Lincoln favored the nom­ 
ination of Justice 
McLean 
and 
urged E. B. Washburne and other 
friends to do all they could In be­ 
half of the eminent Jurist. 
The Know Nothings, of whom 
Horace Greeley wrote that they 
had. as a party, about as many of 
the elements of permanence as an 
anti-potato-rot party, held their 
national convention on Washing­ 
ton’s birthday, 
their 
national 
council having three days before 
drawn up the party platform. 
A 
split was 
precipitated 
by 
Fre­ 
mont’s friends over the right of 
the council to take away from the 
convention the framing 
of 
the 
platform. 
The regulars nomin­ 
ated ex-President 
Fillmore 
and 
Samuel J. Donelson. 
The Whigs 
afterward met and ratified the 
nominations, the last convention 
they ever held. 
Thus they, or­ 
ganized into a political party b) 
anti-Masonry, expired as an ad­ 
junct of anti-Catholicism. 
The Democrats met in Cincin­ 
nati, holding there the first na­ 
tional convention which ever met 
west of 
the 
Alleghenies. 
Al­ 
though President 
Pierce 
was a 
candidate for renomination, it was 
early seen that the party course 
was to be determined from the 
fact that the nominee would have 
to carry Borne northern States to 
win and Pierce was unpopular In 
the North. 
So Buchanan got the 
nomination with John C. Breckin­ 
ridge RS his running mate. 
Slavery lame Coloni Campaign. 
Speech and Fremont” 
was

Republicans, 


while “Buck and Breck” was as 
much as the Democratic campaign 
poets could find 
for

slogan. 
The Republicans could 
find 
no 
term more gentle

“Black Republican,” and honors 
were easy. 
Pennsylvania witnessed

sion of the Know Nothings and 
the Republican#—in Pennsylvan­ 
ia known as the People’s 
party. 
Both parties nominated the same 
electors and it was 
understood 
that if Pennsylvania’s vote should 
prove determinative of the result, 
and fusion won, Fremont was to 
have it. 
Otherwise, the electors 
were to bo divided as the voters 
had voted between Fillmore and 
Fremont. 
But 
fusion 
had 
no 
chance to work out the deal, tot 
that 1025 votes by which Buch­ 
anan won, determined the result 
and possibly changed the entire 
course of American history. 
Fillmore had no idea of win­ 
ning In the popular election, but 
he did hope so to divide the vote 
between the Democrats and the 
Republicans that 
the

would be thrown Into the House.

After Buchanan was elected he 
tried to get the country to forget 
about the slavery Issue.

This so angered Taney that 
he declared afterward

Seward had been elected President 
in 1860 he would have refused to 
administer the oath to him.

All fair 
authorities acquit Buchanan anc 
Taney of any collusion.

MICHIGAN AND THE TARIFF. 
THE UNDERWOOD tariff bill 
of the W ilson adm inistration is 
being held before the eyes of the 
Democratic voters of the south 
as the ideal of tariff legislation. 
If the Democratic 
party 
gains 
control of 
the 
next 
congress, 
there is little doubt that the Un­ 
derwood bill would be resurrect­ 
ed as a basis for new tariff sched­ 
ules. 
The Underwood bill was passed 
in 1913.* It reduced the duty on 
sugar twenty-five percent and at 
the end of four years struck it 
off entirely. 
Six m onths 
after 
its passage 17 out of 78 beet su­ 
gar plants then operating in the 
United States shut down, and at 
the end of two years the domestic 
sugar business was 
in 
absolute 
stagnation. 
W ithout an adequate 
protective tariff on sugar, there 
can be no beet sugar business in 
Michigan, or anywhere 
else 
in 
the United States. T hat statem ent 
is not mere speculation. The facts 
speak for themselves. 
If Michi­ 
gan values Its beet sugar industry 
it will insure continuance of the 
Republican protective tariff. 
Indeed, if Michigan values any 
of its m anufacturing accomplish­ 
ments, it will take no chances on 
the return of 
tariff 
legislation. 
This state Is now enjoying unpre­ 
cedented 
prosperity. 
Employ­ 
m ent in D etroit last week passed 
the 300.000 m ark for 
the 
first 
time in th e city’s history. The De­ 
troit situation is typical of what 
is going on throughout the state.

CATERING TO WILD FOWL. 
HIGHER WATER 
levels have 
been beneficial to the w ater fowl 
of the Great Lakes territory, in 
the opinion of Albert Stoll, Jr., 
mem ber of the state conservation 
commission. 
W riting in the De­ 
tro it News, Mr. Stoll says: 
“ For the past five years, over 
the period of low lake levels, the 
duck hunters have been lam ent­ 
ing the apparent scarcity of early 
flight ducks, 
the 
species 
com­ 
monly called 
‘puddle ducks’ 
or 
•marsh ducks.’ owing to th eir h a ­ 
bit of feeding in shallow waters. 
The num erous bayous and m arsh­ 
es that once upon a time were the 
feeding and resting 
grounds 
of 
m allards, pintails, teal and w hist­ 
lers in untold num bers 
were for 
the most part dried up and offer­ 
ed nothing to attract 
wildfowl. 
Many were the stories of a chang­ 
ed line of m igratory 
flight 
and 
apparent exterm ination 
of some 
species. 
W hat few 
ducks 
bred 
In the partly subm erged and res­ 
tricted areas stayed with us for 
only a short tim e after the bunt­ 
ing season opened on 
Sept. 16, 
and the first flights of the North 
em bred ducks were neither num ­ 
erous or continuous as 
of 
old. 
Although some 
sportsm en 
were 
content to attribute 
this dearth 
of ducks to low lake levels hardly 
any of them realized what an im 
portant part tills played on our 
duck dram a. 
This year has prov­ 
en their case. 
"W ith the lake levels almost IR 
inches higher than they were last 
year practically all of the duck 
m arshes have 
co m e 
into 
their 
own. 
Clay-caked mud 
fiats 
of 
last year are now submerged. Pot 
holes that had dried up and were 
overgrown with reeds and cat 
tail* now offer the ducks secluded 
and quiet waters upon which to 
rest. 
Musk grass, that attractive 
m allard food, again grows In pro­ 
fusion 
along 
the 
wave lapped 
shores. 
Large beds of wild rice 
now wave where yesterday their 
dried and brittle stalks bore lit­ 
tle succulent food for the 
hun 
fry hordes. 
Even the Wapato, or 
duck potato, is sending up its a r­ 
row-shaped leaves inform ing the 
birds that they can again dig for 
their starchy tubers. Yes, the pie 
lu re bits changed and with it has 
come the best flight of early fall 
ducks the Blate has witnessed in 
many 
moons. 
Wildfowl 
m ust 
have w ater, an abundance of food 
and good shelter, and 
this 
the 
Great I Ak es district is giving the 
birds this year/* 


STOCKS 
AND 
SPECULATORS. 
Stock m arkets continue to be 
featured by trem endous turnover 
and a steadily increasing public 
participation, says the Michigan 
M anufacturer. 
Close to a million 
and a half shares changed hands I 
on the Detroit Stock M arket alone 
during September, a record th at 
has never before been approached 
in the history 
of the 
exchange. 
Transactions during the first nine 
months this year totaled in ex­ 
cess of six million shares, more 
than doubling the best previous 
year's record. 
The appetite of the public for 
stocks seems to be w ithout limit 
and demand for leading issues is 
apparently on the increase. 
Tho 
general public has taken to stock 
buying this year like a duck to 
water and w hile individual pur­ 
chases. as a whole have been lim­ 
ited to small num bers of shares, 
the aggregate has been 
trem en­ 
dous. 
Odd lot buying is of large 
proportions and the am ount of 
stock paid for and taken out of 
circulation is declared to be of 
substantial volume. 
Public participation has had a 
m arked influence on m arket fluc­ 
tuations this year. 
Tremendous 
buying has served to force favor­ 
ed stocks to higher and higher 
luotations and 
there 
is 
little 
doubt th a t large profits have been 
reaped. 
There is little 
doubht, 
also, th at many family bank ac­ 
counts were wiped 
out 
in 
the 
slump which h it the m arket last 
June. It was predicted then th at 
the individual had learned his les­ 
son and th a t never again would 
there be such a volume of gener­ 
al public 
buying. 
W ith 
the 
strengthening of the m arket 
in 
August, however, the public im ­ 
mediately dived in again with re­ 
sultant new high sales records for 
September. 
Speculation has been param ount 
throughout the year. Investm ent 
buying appears to be but a minor 
factor at present 
w ith 
average 
yields of dividend paying stocks 
well below the current price of 
tim e funds. 
The present m arket 
offers little Incentive for conser­ 
vative buyers. 
C urrent 
quota­ 
tions on many stocks are unques­ 
tionably higher than actual earn­ 
ing power w arrants. W hile it does 
not appear im m inent at present 
sooner or later, there m ust be a 
return to stable values. W hen that 
tim e comes, there will be a sad 
reckoning.

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Local Concern Making 
New Type of Antenna 
for Radio Reception 


Filling a long-falt need for a com 
pact outdoor radio aerial, the Won­ 
der Antenna company 
of Esca­ 
naba hare placed on the market a 
new type of ap p aratu s, claimed to 
excell all others for radio recep­ 
tion. 
J. A. Flath of the Economy Light 
company of this city is the inven­ 
tor of the new devise, and is plac­ 
ing the aerial in the leading radio 
stores of the United States. 
Resembling somewhat 
an 
out­ 
door loop aerial, the “Wonder An­ 
tenna’’ measures slightly over six 
feet in height and about two feet 
in diameter at its widest part. 
The main support of the device 
is a piece of one-half inch pipe, 
six feet long. 
On the bottom of 
the pipe is fastened, wheel fashion, 
an eight-point star-shaped spreader, 
tw enty-four inches In diameter. At 
the top is an eight-point spreader, 
twelve inches across. One hundred 
feet of high-grade 
copper 
aerial 
cable, seven-strand type, with a 
heavy enamel covering, is strung 
tightly, in 
up-and-down 
fashion. 
The wire Is insulated 
from 
the 
spreaders by small 
composition 
strain insulators, 
and is 
drawn 
taught. 
Make Small Modal. 
The two spreaders are made of 
cast aluminum and are given a 
highly polished finish. 
A heavy 
galvanised coating protects 
the 
pipe from rusting. An aluminum 
spear-point completes the top of 
the antenna and a short piece of 
one-inch pipe is fastened to the 
lower end as a standard. Four guy 
wires 
attached 
to 
the 
bottom 
spreader holds the complete 
ar­ 
rangem ent in a staunch upright po­ 
sition to the top of any building. 
Bv using a longer piece of one-inch 
pipe on the bottom, the aerial may 
be placed at any height desired. 
Another model, slightly smaller 
in sise. is also manufactured. This 
junior size contains 75 feet of wire, 
strung in the same manner, be-

tween two twelve-inch spreaders 
on a six-foot piece of pipe. 
Commenting on 
his 
invention, 
Mr. Flath said: 
“There has been a long-felt need 
for a compact and satisfactory out­ 
door aerial that can be successfully 
mounted on the top of a building 
without occupying too much space. 
The present-day apartm ent house 
is a problem for the radio engineer 
when perhaps half a dozen families 
have radio sets, employing an or­ 
dinary aerial, strung between two 


points, anywhere from 50 to a hun­ 
dred feet apart. 
“This 
compactness 
of 
space, 
needing only a circle two feet in 
diameter, is only one of the advant­ 
ages of the W onder Antenna. 
Is Weather-Proof. 
“Another difficulty with the or­ 
dinary outdoor aerial, is keeping 
a long wire tight enough to keep it 
from swaying in the wind. A loose 
aerial wire, swinging 
back 
and 
forth, will seriously effect the radio 
reception, causing the signals to 
fade and grow louder in an uneven 
manner. 
“W ith its aluminum spreaders, 
galvanized iron standard and enam­ 
eled copper wire, the whole aerial 
presents an 
absolutely 
weather­ 
proof arrangem ents. 
Unlike the 
long, thin ‘L’ type aerial, the Won­ 
der Antenna cannot be pulled down 
by a heavy coating of sleet or snow. 
Its solid base will hold it absolute­ 
ly upright in most any kind of a 
storm. 
Nothing short of a hurri­ 
cane, and perhaps not even that, 
can blow It over." 
At the present time, the Wonder 
Antenna company has its factory 
in the rear of the Economy Light 
company 
building. 
About 
sixty 
aerials are being m ade each week, 
with orders far ahead of produc­ 
tion. 
To Enlarge Factory. 
At present, the aluminum cast­ 
ings are being made in Milwaukee, 


and are shipped here in a partially 
finished condition. 
The 
drilling 
and tapping are done in the local 
factory and the entire device is 
assembled here. 
“We are planning to enlarge our 
quarters here,” 
Mr. Flath 
said, 
“and within the near future will 
be able to turn out one hundred 
units per day. 
Out production at 
present is limited by the number 
of castings received from the Mil­ 
waukee foundry. 
They are plan­ 
ning an enlargement of their equip­ 
ment to take care of us. 
“We are going to made an addi­ 
tion to our building here to make 
more room for the antenna fac­ 
tory." 
At the present time, more than 
one hundred of the devices have 
been set up in Escanaba, and many 
have been shipped to radio appara­ 
tus distributers in other cities. 
Model at Fair. 
W ith the increased production in 
view, the Wonder Antenna com 
pany plan to place salesmen on the 
road. 
Several 
radio 
companies 


have requested samples of the prod­ 
ucts aud all have replied favorably, 
asking for large shipments, most 
of which have not yet been filled 
because of the sm all output at 
present. 
Kenneth Voght, who is attending 
the Chicago Radio Fair, la handing 
out pamphlets, advertising the an­ 
tenna. 
A m iniature of the aerial 
Is on display. 
Radio 
engineers 
who have seen it are liberal in 
their praises. A direct mail adver­ 
tising campaign is also under way, 
as well as magazine advertising. 
Within two weeks after the publi­ 


cation of the first magazine ad, 
twenty injuiries were received from 
all parts of the United States and 
Canada.

SIXTY-THREE years 
ago 
a 
young civil engineer from 
Had- 
line, Conn., came to 
the Upper 
Peninsula to have a hand in the 
building of the railroad between 
Ishpeming and Green Bay. 
He 
was 
favorably 
impressed 
with 
the region and its opportunities 
it offered, and he 
decided 
that 
Escanaba would be an ideal place 
for him to establish a home 
for 
himself and his famly. His name 
was Samuel H art Selden. 
Two years before 
E. P. Royce 
had built a house at what is now 
410 South Second avenue. 
Mr. 
Seldon bought it and Mrs. Seldon 
and their seven daughters also be 
came citizens of Escanaba. 
For more than six decades the 
home remained in the 
Selden 
family. 
It was sold, recently, to L. A. 
Erickson. The new 
owner 
will 
make some changes in the 
in­ 
terior of the structure, but 
its 
exterior, surrounded by its shrub­ 
bery, trees and flowers, will 
re­ 
main the same 
as 
Escanaba nr 
have known it fo many years. 
The Selden home was closely 
associated with the early history 
of Escanaba. 
Mr. Selden, after 
the railroad line had been 
com­ 
pleted, became resident engineer 
for the Chicago & North Western 
and v a t active in civic affairs of 
the community. Many important 
conferences were held there. 
It 
was in the Selden home that the 
first Presbyterian Sunday School 
was organized with Mr. Selden as 
its superintendent. 
It is recalled th at 
the 
home 
was the first structure in Esca­ 
naba to have a coat of paint, and 
that 
people 
came 
for 
miles 
around 
to 
see 
the 
“painted 
house.” Wings have been added, 
and there have been other alter­ 
ations but the home is 
substan­ 
tially the same as it was when 
the Seldens first tdk 
up 
their 
residence in it. 
From the Connecticut 
home, 
the Seldens 
brought 
furniture, 
which even in that early day had 
been classed, for years as 
“an­ 
tique.” There was a settee from 
the Colonial home of the Selden 
family on the Connecticut 
river 
where, during 
the 
Revolution, 
General George W ashington 
was 
a frequent visitor. It is a family

Among the interesting 
family 
heirlooms was a pair of

den at her own wedding, by five 
daughters at their weddings, and 
by a granddaughter, Helen

lar W enthworth when 
she 
was 
married. 
Mr. Selden platted 
two 
addi­ 
tions to the city of Escanaba— 
Selden’s addition and the 8. H. 
Selden addition, each 
containing 
several hundred lots. ‘He had ex­ 
tensive timber holdings in Iron 
and Dickinson and m ineral prop­ 
erties in Iron county, and exten­

Mr. Selden died in 
1891 
at 
Evanston, 111., where he buried.
